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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-11 
in the reply filed on 4/28/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is 
on the ground (s) that no undue burden is placed on the Examiner 
to consider all claims in a single invention. This is not found 
persuasive because applicant has not sufficiently addressed the 
reasons for the restriction requirement as set forth in the 
communication mailed on 4/28/05. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species: 

(1) the monomer species for recurring unit 1. 

(2) the monomer species for recurring unit m (i.e. Y inclusive 
of the various claimed species expressed in claims 1, and 8-10) .

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or 
admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of 
the other invention.
